Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  again  the  honour  to  present  to  your  Council  my  report  for  the  year  1  902,  and  it  is  pleasing  to 
be  able  to  lay  before  you  a  very  favourable  account  of  the  health  of  the  district  during  the  year. 

The  district  under  your  supervision  embraces  twenty-seven  parishes,  its  area  besides  foreshore  and 
land  covered  by  water  is  73,286  acres,  the  population  as  per  census  1901  was  20,507,  and  the  population 
estimated  to  the  middle  of  the  year  is  20,779.  The  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  last  census  was 
4,706  ;  giving  an  average  number  of  persons  per  house  of  4.35.  The  assessable  value  is  about  £102,000. 

BIRTHS. — During  the  year  510  births  were  placed  on  the  Register  (being  23  less  than  the  number 
last  year),  giving  a  birth-rate  of  24.54  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population.  In  the  three  sub¬ 
registration  districts  the  birth-rate  stood  as  follows  : —

DEATHS. — There  were  326  deaths  registered  during  the  year,  against  299  in  1901,  but  it  wrill  be 
noticed  on  reference  to  Table  1  that  the  chief  increase  lies  in  the  number  of  deaths  among  the  aged,  there 
being  144  deaths  over  65  years  of  age  this  last  year,  against  120  in  the  previous  year.  Of  the  deaths,  52 
wTere  under  the  age  of  1  year ;  25,  between  1  and  5  years  ;  14,  between  5  and  15  ;  13  between  15  and  25  ; 
78,  between  25  and  65  ;  and  144  over  65  years.

INFECTIOUS  SICKNESS. — The  number  of  notified  cases  this  year  shows  a  considerable  excess, 
but  this  is  chiefly  caused  by  there  having  been  79  cases  of  chicken-pox  included.  The  total  number  of 
cases  notified  is  134,  but  of  these  there  are  16  of  diphtheria  against  19  the  previous  year  ;  13  of 
erysipelas  against  11;  20  of  scarlet  fever  against  22  ;  and  6  of  typhoid  fever  against  4.  Diphtheria  was 
seen  in  all  parts  of  the  district,  and  likewise  erysipelas,  but  scarlet  fever  prevailed  mostly  in  the  sub- 
district  of  Ardleigh.  Anti-toxin  has  been  speedily  supplied  to  all  cases  of  diphtheria.  The  greatest 
outbreak  of  diphtheria  was  at  Little  Clacton.  The  district  has  been  most  mercifully  preserved  from 
small-pox,  for  during  the  entire  outbreak  in  England  no  case  has  occurred. 
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ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. — Your  tent  Isolation  Hospital  has  not  been  in  use  during  the  year, 
although  it  has  been  kept  in  readiness.  Your  Council  has  purchased  land  on  which  to  erect  an  hospital 
near  the  Union  House,  but  as  yet  no  plan  has  been  thought  of. 

BUILDING  BYE-LAWS. — These  bye-laws  have  been  carefully  carried  out  in  the  district,  but  they 
have  been  considered  somewhat  stringent  for  a  Rural  District,  and  your  Council  are  taking  into 
consideration  the  bringing  thOn  down  to  the  level  of  the  new  code  proposed  by  the  Local  Government 
Board  for  Rural  Districts.  In  my  opinion  this  is  a  wise  step  as  it  will  be  much  better  for  the  bye-laws  in 
similar  Districts  to  be  alike. 

WATER  SUPPLY,  PUBLIC  HEALTH  (WATER)  ACT,  1878.— During  the  year  your  Council 
has  granted  23  certificates  for  new  houses  under  this  Act;  and  by  your  directions  I  have  analysed  21 
samples  of  water  from  wells  at  houses  in  the  district.  Four  wells  have  been  closed  as  the  result  of  these 
analyses. 

HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES  ACT. — I  have  represented  eight  houses  as  being 
unfit  for  human  habitation.  Seven  of  these  houses  have  been  sold  and  are  being  repaired,  the  eighth  was 
closed  by  order  of  the  Justices,  it  is  also  being  repaired. 

SCHOOL  CLOSURE  AND  EXCLUSION. — I  have  advised  and  obtained  your  order  for  the 
closure  and  exclusion  of  pupils  from  seven  schools  in  the  district  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  the 
following  diseases  among  the  pupils  : — Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Chicken-pox,  and  Whooping 
Cough.  The  schools  affected  were  those  of  Little  Clacfcon,  Tendring,  Elmstead,  St.  Osyth,  Thorington, 
Ramsey,  and  Little  Bromley. 

TUBERCULOSIS  AND  PHTHISIS. — It  will  be  noticed  that  there  have  been  35  deaths  registered 
from  these  diseases,  being  six  more  than  last  year.  The  rate  of  mortality  comes  out  at  1.68  per  1000,  ot 
the  estimated  population.  I  am  on  this  account  led  to  again  bring  the  desirability  to  have  these  diseases 
brought  into  the  schedule  of  the  Notification  Act  to  your  notice,  and  I  can  onty  repeat  my  belief  that, 
by  having  infected  rooms  from  time  to  time  disinfected,  and  by  advising  the  admission  of  plenty  of  pure  air 
to  the  houses,  the  mortality  from  these  affections  would  be  considerably  lessened. 

BYE-LAWS  RE-TENTS,  VANS,  SHEDS,  AND  SIMILAR  STRUCTURES.— I  cannot  say 
that  I  am  impressed  with  the  usefulness  of  these  bye-laws,  as  by  the  time  afresh  written  notice  is  given 
in  every  case  the  people  have  gone,  so  that  a  prosecution  is  impossible.  It  is  my  intention  to  bring 
these  bye-laws  to  your  notice  in  the  hope  of  getting  a  slight  alteration  in  the  concluding  one. 

DAIRIES  AND  MILKSHOPS  ORDER. — I  took  considerable  trouble  during  the  year  in  investi¬ 
gating  the  conditions  of  cowsheds  and  dairies  with  the  result  that  several  new  sheds  had  been  made  and 
others  improved  by  being  brought  more  up  to  the  modern  idea.  I  have  got  various  cowkeepers  to 
place  their  names  on  the  Register,  but  believe  there  are  still  those  who  ought  to  be  on.  I  have 
endeavoured  to  persuade  rather  than  to  compel,  and  altogether  I  think  the  result  has  been 
satisfactory. 

FACTORIES’  AND  WORKSHOPS'  ACTS. — A  very  large  amount  of  extra  work,  for  which  no 
recompense  has  been  arranged,  has  been  placed  on  the  Officers  of  Sanitary  Authorities  this  year  by 
removing  the  greater  portion  of  the  working  of  these  Acts  from  the  Home  Office  to  the  District  Councils. 
It  has  been  no  easy  task  to  compile  a  Register,  and  the  help  promised  from  the  Factory  Department  ot  the 
Home  Office  proved  not  to  be  available.  I  have,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  been  able 
to  get  the  greater  portion  of  the  Register  made.  The  Sanitary  arrangements  at  Workshops  are  not 
always  of  the  kind  most  desirable,  and  it  will  take  some  time  and  work  to  get  them  corrected.  The  list  of 
out-workers  was  sent  to  me  in  February,  there  being  1 0  L  names  placed  thereon,  and  I  received  the  list  in 
August,  containing  110  names.  The  clerical  work  is  very  considerable,  and,  as  now  the  Inspector 
of  Nuisance  will  have  no  surveying  to  occupy  his  time,  I  trust  I  may  be  permitted  to  make  more  use  of 
him  in  carrying  out  these  duties.

Following  the  list  of  subjects  detailed  in  the  Memorandum  of  the  Local  Government  Board  issued  as 
to  the  reports  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  I  have  to  state  : — 

1.  PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  GENERAL  CHARACTER  OF  DISTRICT.— These  are 
exactly  the  same  as  last  year,  there  having  been  no  change  in  the  area  of  the  district.  The  only  alteration 
has  been  one  made  in  the  sub-registration  districts,  but  this  did  not  alter  the  area  under  my  care. 

2.  HOUSE  ACCOMMODATION,  &c. — The  previously  given  description  applies.  There  have 
been  seven  houses  repaired,  and  an  eighth  one  is  being  done  ;  a  number  of  new  houses,  chiefly  cottages,  have 
been  built.  The  work  of  the  Surveyor  under  the  Building  Bye-laws  has  again  been  placed  in  the  hands 
of  a  special  officer,  so  that  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  had  only  the  inspecting  work  and  any  new  small 
drainage  work  to  attend  to.  The  Council  in  a  measure  forgetting  this  arrangement  placed  some  works  of 
considerable  extent  in  his  hands,  so  that  a  goodly  portion  of  his  time  was  taken  away  from  his  ordinary 
work.  The  present  Inspector,  having  obtained  another  situation,  has  tendered  his  resignation,  and  it  has 
been  decided  to  appoint  one  solely  as  Inspector  of  Nuisances.  Under  the  last  arrangement,  I  have  had 
very  little  use  of  the  Insj>ector  of  Nuisances,  and  his  work  has  been  entirely  regulated  by  himself.  I  am 
now  hopeful  that  a  better  mode  of  carrying  on  the  work  will  be  arranged,  and  that  I  will  get  more  help 
from  the  Inspector,  and  know  more  of  the  work  going  on  than  heretofore.  In  the  Memorandum  issued  by 
the  Local  Government  Board  above  referred  to,  it  is  clearly  laid  down  that  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
should  have  assistance  from  the  Inspector. 

3.  SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. — The  only  new  sewer  is  an  extension  of  the  delivery  pipe  from 
the  Alumino-ferric  tank  at  Weeley,  so  that  the  effluent  instead  of  going  into  the  ditch  at  the  side  of  the 
road,  will  deliver  into  the  stream.  I  cannot  say  that  I  believe  the  plan  will  answer  satisfactority.  The 
proposed  systems  for  Thorpe  and  Manningtree  with  Mistley  and  Lawford,  are  still  in  the  future,  although 
the  need  is  very  great,  and  very  great  complaint  has  been  made  in  both  localities.  The  extension  at 
Weeley  mentioned  above  is  an  attempt  to  get  over  effectually  draining  the  village. 

The  septic  tank  and  filters  at  Parkeston  have  been  altered  by  the  present  Inspector  of  Nuisances, 
by  lessening  the  depth  of  the  filters,  and  making  them  continuous  instead  of  being  intermittent,  so  that 
in  the  meantime  it  works,  but  I  fail  to  see  how  it  can  go  on  long. 
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4.  EXCREMENT  DISPOSAL.  SYSTEM  IN  VOGUE.  DEFECTS,  IF  ANY.— In  the 
populous  places,  and  in  many  solitary  instances,  the  water  carriage  is  the  system  in  vogue,  carrying  the 
excrement  to  sewer  or  cesspool,  and  the  drains  are  generally  well  trapped  and  ventilated.  In  the  country 
the  common  privy  abounds,  and  the  pail  closet  is  now  much  used.  If  it  is  used  properly  with  drv  earth 
or  cinder  dirt,  this  plan  answers  capitally,  but  on  my  visits  I  generally  find  the  earth  is  omitted,  hence 
the  pail  is  a  continuous  nuisance. 

5.  REMOVAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE. — At  Manningtree,  Mistley,  and  Parkeston,  this  is  done  by 
a  scavenger  under  contract,  and  the  plan  answers  well ;  but  elsewhere  the  occupier  of  the  house  sees  to  it. 
The  fixed  ash-pits  at  many  houses  are  a  nuisance,  and  much  headway  in  getting  portable  iron  ones  sub¬ 
stituted  has  not  been  made. 

6.  WATER  SUPPLY. — In  my  report  for  1900,  I  gave  a  detailed  account  of  the  water  supply  in 
each  parish.  Last  summer  was  our  greatest  time  of  drought,  and  by  the  month  of  May  many  wells  were 
dry.  A  considerable  number  of  wells  had  to  be  deepened,  when  water  was  obtained.  In  the  village  of 
St.  Osyth,  the  want  of  water  was  greatly  felt,  and  I  brought  a  scheme  before  your  Council  to  get  a  stand¬ 
pipe  supply  off  the  Clacton-on-Sea  main  which  passes  through  the  village,  and  I  made  a  house-to-house 
inspection  to  find  out  how  many  houses  were  in  need  of  a  supply.  This  was  referred  to  the  Parish 
Council,  and  remains  there. 

The  Tendring  Hundred  Water  Company  have  during  the  year  extended  its  main  past  Thorpe 
Railway  Station  and  just  into  the  boundary  of  Little  Clacton.  I  have  been  pushing  very  hard  to  get  it 
carried  on  through  the  village  of  Little  Clacton,  but  have  not  yet  been  successful.  The  Tendring 
Hundred  Water  Company  have  the  right  to  supply  the  village  of  Ardleigh,  where  water  is  greatly 
required,  but  the  length  of  the  required  main  for  this  purpose  prevents  it,  as  the  Company  require  a 
guarantee  for  the  rate  for  three  years,  and  as  the  main  has  to  be  laid  for  a  distance  of  four  miles,  it  is 
impossible  to  get  this  provided. 

7.  PLACES  OVER  WHICH  THE  COUNCIL  HAVE  CONTROL.— The  Council  have  the 
control  of  Common  Lodging  Houses,  Slaughter-houses,  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops,  Factories  and 
Workshops,  and  Offensive  Trades.  Bye-laws  relating  to  these  are  in  force.  Common  Lodging  Houses 
are  sometimes  small  Beer  Houses,  and  as  they  are  licensed  it  is  very  difficult  to  apply  the  Public  Health 
Act  to  the  portion  used  as  the  Common  Lodging  Houses. 

8.  NUISANCES. — These  are  watched  by  the  Inspector  and  myself.  The  Inspector  serves  a 
preliminary  notice  to  abate,  and,  failing  this  being  attended  to,  the  matter  is  reported  to  the  Council, 
and  the  legal  notice  served.  There  is  generally  little  trouble  in  getting  them  rectified. 

9.  METHOD  OF  DEALING  WITH  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE.— On  receiving  the  notification  I 
forward  at  once  to  the  Inspector  a  form  with  a  series  of  questions,  he  attends  at  the  house  and  makes 
full  and  careful  enquries,  when  he  supplies  disinfectants  and  printed  directions  regarding  the  care 
necessary.  On  receiving  the  form  back  from  the  Inspector  I  visit  and  give  such  directions  as  may  be 
necessary. 

We  keep  a  watch  over  the  case  during  the  illness,  and  on  the  Medical  Attendant  certifying  that 
the  house  is  free  from  infectious  disease,  and  can  be  disinfected,  the  Inspector  disinfects  the  rooms 
occupied,  with  Formalin. 

10.  DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFECTANTS.— The  chief  disinfectant  used  is  Formalin  in  the 
shape  of  vapour,  and  in  solution.  We  have  not  yet  got  a  spray  for  this  district. 

The  Inspector  carries  out  the  disinfection  of  premises  with  the  usual  Formalin  lamp  in  all  cases 
where  any  infectious  disease  have  occurred.  In  some  of  the  schools  the  Managers  have  provided  a  lamp 
so  that  the  rooms  are  purified  at  the  end  of  the  week  whenever  there  is  any  suspicion  of  infectious  disease 
among  the  pupils.
